MOSCOW, 2 — Russia main- 
tained today that the United States 
is engineering a western power 
scheme to divide Europe and in- | 
crease military strength in Ger- 
many for aggressicn against the 
Soviet Union. 

In a note to the United States, 
Britain and France, Russia declar- 
ed the western powers are trying 
to build up military potential in 
the Ruhr so as to “turn western 
Europe into a strategic base for 
American imperialism in Europe 
with the purpose of aggression | 
against the U. S. S. R.” 

The note was made public last | 
night at a news conference. Rus- 
sian officials said it was delivered 
Saturday. It did nct say what ac- 
tion the government intends to | 
take on its interpretation of | 
events. 

The Soviet note rejected a Brit- 
ish reply to an earlier Russian 
protest against a recent three pow- 
er conference in London on Ger- | 
many’s future. That conference, | 
the Soviet note charged, violated 
the Potsdam agreement of 1945.

Mighty ’Mesons” Produced for 


First Time by Cal Scientists 


By RENNIE TAYLOR 
Associated Press Science Reporter 

BERKELEY (P) Atomic 
science got off to an exciting new 
start today with man-made mes- 
ons, mighty particles which here- 
tofore have been produced only 
by nature. 

Production of mesons in the 
laboratory for the first time was 
anncunced yesterday by Dr. Er- 
nest O. Lawrence, famed atom 
smasher, and Jaixes S. Fisk, re- 
search director of the atomic en- 
ergy commission. 

The potent particles, which 
eventually may point the way to 
atomic energy far greater than 
that produced by the atom bomb, 
were produced in the University 
of California’s 4,000 ton cyclotron. 

There will be no immediate prac- 
tical application, Dr. Lawrence 
said, but the laboratory mesons 
will give scientists their best tool 
for finding out just what particie3 
there are in the nuclei o. atoms. 
Despite the atom pomb, little is 
known yet about the insides, of 
atoms. a 

The achievement ends a notable 
race among scientists in America, 
Europe and perhaps elsewhere. 
They agreed that artificial pro- 
duction of a meson would be the 
greatest thing in atomic research

teacher maintained a schedule of 
activities recommended in an 15- 
point plan appended to the salary 
report. 

Every four years, the teacher 
would be required to appear before 
an evaluating committee, compos- 
ed of one administrator and three 
fellow teachers. This group would 
examine the professional back- 
ground of the instructor, and de- 
termine his fitness to pass to the 
next highest grade. 

Teachers without the bachelor’s 
degree would not be permitted to 
remain in the system beyond eight 
years. 

In other classifications, salaries 
would reach the maximum at the 
12th year. Holders of the A. B. 
would then earn $3500 annualiy 
and those with the M. A., $4300. 

No increase, Mr. Moore stressed, 
would be automatic. All would be 
based on records of performance 
and academic and_ professional 
growth. 

Teachers entering the local sys- 
tem from other cities or states 
would be allowed credit for a max- 
imum of five years of experience 
in determining their salaries here.
